Tomatoes, Mushrooms, 
Eggs and Rice Cakes 
Make Good Lunch 


A tomato treat that's hard to beat 
is this one in which cottage cheese 
is used for stuffing. 
Frilly sand­ 
wiches can be made by spreading 
thinly 
sliced 
bread 
with mayon­ 
naise, seasoning the lettuce and roll­ 
ing up the bread. 


Lunch is often one of the most 
neglected meals of the day because 
the whole family is not at home to 
eat it. 
Then, too, many homemak­ 
ers feel they just don’t want to both­ 
er fixing something palatable and 
attractive. 
But, let's look at it this way. 
Lunch, according to nutritionists, 
should contain at 
U S H 
least one-third to 
one-half the day’s 
calories, and the 
proper balance of 
p ro te in s , carbo­ 
h y d r a te s , v ita ­ 
mins and miner­ 
als. 
This doesn't mean that you 
have to spend a lot of time prepar­ 
ing this noon-day snack, because, 
chances are, there are plenty of 
things in the refrigerator, ready to 
be made into satisfying, nourishing 
lunches. 
Now that food rationing has eased, 
it might be a good idea to invite 
friends in for a quick lunch; or, bet­ 
ter still, have a plan whereby you 
invite four to six people over for 
noon-time, and then have everyone 
take turns having each other to 
luncheon. 
It's a neighborly way, 
and you wall be sure to get into bet­ 
ter luncheon habits this way. 
Here is a colorful salad plate that 
makes a quick and easy lunch.

Stuffed Tomato Salad Plate. 
(Serves 6) 
6 large tomatoes 
' i pound cottage cheese 
1 cup chopped cucumber 
3 tablespoons real mayonnaise

from bottom. 
Mix cottage cheese, 
cucumber and real mayonnaise. Fill 
tomatoes.

Industry Takes Kindlier View of Oldsters 


B ecause of their 
generally fine 
perform ance while “ pinch-hitting” 
during the wartim e labor shortage, 
, der workers will find em ploym ent 
opportunities much broader in the 
postwar era than in prewar years, 
northw estern National Life Insur­ 
ance com pany found in a survey. 
Hard-and-fast age limitations ex ­ 
itin g sn the prewar era were pretty 
thoroughly broken down during the 


war and will stay broken in many 
fields, although m ost large concerns 
will conduct their m ost intensive re­ 
cruiting in the 20 to 30 age group. 
Many em ployers who have had un­ 
satisfactory experiences with irre­ 
sponsible young em ployees during 
the wartim e labor shortage express 
a definite preference for older work­ 
ers, who are loyal and very depend­ 
able. 
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That question w a- put 
who u ii] have to deal with it if there 
is c n e - F B I Director J E dgar Hoo­ 
ver. 
He threw the answ er back on 
me—and on a lot of other people in 
these United States. 
Here it is: 
Whether we have a postw ar crim e 
wave in the United States depends 
en how well we as a nation can re­ 
convert. 
If we do have a period of 
lawlessness, it will in all probabil­ 
ity be led by teen-agers.

Let's look at the facts, dis­ 
turbing though they m ay be, as the 
FBI director laid them before me. 
After the last war, he said, there 
grew up a lawlessness from which 
the United States has never been 
entirely free since.

ster era of the 20s and 30s was final­ 
ly broken up there was some de­ 
cline in crim inal tendencies. N ever­ 
theless, just before World War II 
began in Europe crim e was still 
very 
m uch 
with 
us—in fact, 
the 
United States had ll tim es more 
cases of m u rd er and m anslaughter 
than England and Wales. 
With 
our 
entry 
Into 
the 
war, 
crim es increased, the em phasis on 
type changing from c r.noes against 
property to crim es against the p er­ 
son—m urder, assault, rape and the 
Uke. 
On V-J Day a m ajor crim e 
was being com m itted every 23 sec­ 
onds in the United States. One per- j 
son in every 22 in this country had 
been arrested at some time or other. :

Perhaps the m ost ominous single 
factor about the picture with which 
w’e start the postw ar years is that 
the most frequent crim inals in the 
United States today are boys and 
girls 17 years of age.

agers have been m aturing in a pe­ 
riod of great political, economic and [ 
social upheaval. 
As they were en- I 
tering the critically form ative years 
for them in the beginning teens, f a ­ 
thers a n i big brothers, to w'hom j 
they might have looked for guid­ 
ance, left hom e to enter the arm ed 
services. 
Mothers frequently had to 
take jobs which kept them away 
from home, leaving boys and girls 
to their own social and recreational 
devices. 
Frequently, 
families 
pulled 
up 
roots and moved to teeming indus­ 
trial centers in other parts of the 
country where jobs could be had in 
w ar plants.

Vets Desire 
O r d e r ly C o m m u n ity 


On this subject, Director Hoover 
Issued an em phatic "N o !” 
H ere ss 
his reasoning: 
"Of course, soldiers are trained to 
kill- but so are we of the FBI and 
so are pol ice officers. But no m an of 
the FBI has ever been arrested for 
a crim e of violence. 
There will be 
crim inals among the returning vet­ 
erans, it is tru e—crim inals who will 
operate more efficiently than they 
would nave if tney nadn t nad arm y 
training. 
But thesr are the m en 
who probably would have been crim ­ 
inals anyway if they had rem ained 
civilians. 
After all, the arm y is only 
a cross-section of the Am erican peo­ 
ple. 
Of course, the real crim inals 
never got into the a rm y —their rec­ 
ords were too bad. 
“ I expect the returning veteran to 
be a big help to us in com batting 
crim e,” Hoover went on. “ The boys 
who are returning from the battle­ 
fields have seen so much of destruc­ 
tion, horror, disease, the dangers of 
dictatorship that they are anxious 
to see their com m unities get back 
to norm al, peaceful ways. 
They are 
more interested in their homes and 
civil affairs. They want law and or­ 
der over h ere.” 
The FBI expects the veterans to 
be a m ajor influence on the crim ­ 
inal tendencies of the teen-agers. 
“ If the big brothers and fathers 
coming back settle down* into jobs or 
go back to school, they can show 
the younger boys and girls how to be 
good citizens. 
The youngsters look 
i up to these men as heroes—they can 
j be a strong influence on th em .” 
But the responsibility for leading 
* the teen-agers aright does not rest 
solely on the veterans—nor alone 
on the agencies of law enforcement. 
“ The question of crim e among our 
youth cannot be pawned off on a few 
juvenile courts, overburdened juve­ 
nile bureaus, and the local police,” 
Director Hoover declared. 
“ These 
agencies can help m aterially, but the 
big job is getting every parent, busi­ 
ness m an, school teacher, salesm an, 
farm er, mechanic, housewife, and 
every* other forward-looking citizen 
to knuckle down to the two-fisted 
realization that this is their job and 
it is up to them to do something 
about it.” 
But no m atter what is done to try 
to m eet a crim e situation that now 
has a potentiality for great evil in 
this 
country, 
there 
is one thing 
which Hoover believes will deter­ 
mine in the long run whether it will 
be law or lawlessness from here on, 
“ Whether or not we have a post­ 
war crim * wave will depend in the 
last analysis on how we as a nation 
convert to a peacetim e basis,” Di­ 
rector Hoover announced em phati­ 
cally.
